Women’s soccer scores trip to NCAA tournament 


The 49ers will face 
Santa Clara on the road 
in the opening round.

The NCAA didn’t allow for much 
tension or suspense to build up yester- 
day afternoon at the Walter Pyramid, 
where members of the Long Beach 
State women’s soccer team gathered to 


~ learn the fate of their season. 


Just a few minutes into the NCAA 
selection show, the 49ers heard their 
name called and found that they would 
be traveling to Santa Clara for the 


opening round of the NCAA tourna- 
ment. ; 

Screams and hugs of joy and relief 
immediately followed from a team 
whose trip to the big dance was hardly 
set in stone. Sitting at 40th in the end- 
of-season Ratings Percentage Index 
(RPI), LBSU (12-7, 5-4 Big West Con- 
ference) had just an outside chance at 
reaching its fourth NCAA tournament 


in five years. 

“The girls were really, reaily fired 
up,” head coach Mauricio Ingrassia 
said. “This team, they stayed together 
througheverything ...andIthinkalittle 
bit of karma went their way this time.” 
LBSU was the fourth team out of 64 
to be announced by an NCAA commit- 
tee assigned to fill out the tournament 
bracket. The 49ers will face No. 18 


Santa Clara (11-3-6) on the road Sat- 
urday afternoon and then either No. 1 
Stanford or Idaho State the next week- 
end if they win their first-round match 


against the Broncos. 


“T think Santa Clara is going to be a 
tough opponent,” Ingrassia said. “I’ve~

Slowinska: 
Collagen 
aids cancer 


treatment 


A CSULB professor © | 
studies a new 

. method for treating 
cancer.

- Collagen might do more than just 
get rid of wrinkles — it may help cure 
cancer. 


KASHA SLOWINSKA 


‘Kasha Slowinska, a Cal State Long 
Beach associate professor of chem- 
istry and biochemistry, has found 
through research that cancer drug 
delivery can be conducted through 
collagen. She will present her re- 
search on Thursday in the Chartroom 
restaurant on campus, which will be 
hosted by the College of Natural Sci- 


ences and Mathematics. 

The colloquium will discuss how 
cancer treatment drugs can‘be deliv- 
ered to a specific place in the body 
and treat certain cells more efficiently 
through the use of collagen peptides, 
according to Slowinska. 

Slowinska received a four-year 
$433,500 grant for her research from the 
National Institute of Health’s National 
Institute of General Medical Sciences. 

During. the event, Slowinska 
will also explain how to distinguish 
healthy cells from cancer cells, which 


_ would help patients to avoid the side 


effects of chemotherapy. Chemother- 
apy is not good for the body, accord- 
ing to Slowinska, because it tends to 
attack both healthy cells and cancer- 
ous cells. She said cancer cells are like 
healthy cells that just malfunction. 
“Tt’s difficult to distinguish them 
from the rest of the cells, which means 
when you take the drug ... it will at- 
tack the same cells that are healthy 
as the cells which are sick,’ Slowinska

Petition looks to unlock 
closure for students

Students aim to 
reopen the art 
lockers.

The closure of the art lockers has 
placed a heavy burden on the backs 
of Cal State Long Beach art students, 
but Associated Students Inc. and 
school officials are looking to lighten 
the load. 

CSULB students, ASI and the Col- 
lege of the Arts Student Council are 
uniting in support of reopening the 
art lockers in Fine Arts building 4. 


The lockers, which served as stor- 
age space as well as a canvas for Cal 
State Long Beach art students, were 
closed earlier this semester, with the 
department chair citing non-student 
entry, inappropriate vandalism and 
fire safety hazards as reasons for the 
closure. 

The CSULB: Drawing and Paint- 
ing Club has collected more than 
360 signatures on its petition, which 
was drafted in October, to reopen the 
lockers. 

“By far, I believe this isa very great 
start and shows how much weight and 
concern is attached to the issue,” ASI 
Senator Kalifa Sprowl said. 

The petition. served as a catalyst 
for ASI to work on an additional pe- _ 
tition to add more momentum to a

resolution, according to Sprowl. 
Along with her co-senator Paul Suteu 
and ASI Vice President Jonathon Bo- 
lin, she is working on a resolution that 
calls for a short-term solution to the 
potentially long-term conflict. 

“... Students need something in 
the short term to offset the current 
closure,” Sprowl said. “The students 
[have been] left with nothing.” 

The resolution has passed its first 
reading by the College of the Arts and 
is going on to its second on Wednes- 


day, according to Sprowl. She and 
Suteu are in contact with several of- 
ficials, including Chris Miles, Dean of 
the College of the Arts, to make sure 
the lockers will reopen and that the is- 
sue will be resolved. 


Sprowl said her goal is to get . 


the College of the Arts to agree to a 
short-term solution that may, in the 
long run, make the art lockers acces- 
sible to those who utilize the storage 
space, while preventing from further 
abuse. 

The collective short-term solutions 
include security measures and fees for 
locker-holders, which will ultimately 


privatize the lockers with the purpose 
of deterring vandalism and everitually 
renewing the space. 

Sprowl and Suteu said that they 
suggested a key-card system as a 
short-term security method, but they 
are still considering potential imple- 
mentation costs. 

Sprowl said that*the situation is 
promising but that it is bittersweet. 
As multiple groups push to reopen 
the lockers for art students, the cul- 
ture and spontaneity that originally 
conceived the artistic attraction will 
be dampened by strict security mea- 
sures, she said.

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CSULB maintains 
disabled accessibility 
despite budget cuts

Services has found 
other ways to fund 
necessary repairs.

Cal State Long Beach is friendly to 
wheels of all kinds — from those on 
bikes to those on wheelchairs. 

The school used to receive minor 
capital funds from the state to help 
maintain campus accommodations 
for disabled students, but the mon- 


ey has not come down from Sacra-_ 


mento in the last four years due to 
budget cuts, according to Director 
of Disabled Student Services Da- 
vid Sanfilippo. However, Sanfilippo 
said that DSS has found other ways 
to fund the necessary maintenance 
and repairs. 

“The campus has used some safety 
and repair issue funds to help put in 
actuators on some doors so that it’s 
easier access for students in chairs to 
get through some of the doors,” San- 
filippo said. He said the safety and re- 
pair funds are also generated from the 
state and facilities on campus. 

Senior psychology major Richard 


Beaver said he gets around campus. 


with his wheelchair and that he thinks 
CSULB is handicap friendly. How- 
ever, he also said that some buildings 
lack elevators. Z 

“There are a few buildings that 
don’t have elevators, which could 
help,” Beaver said. “I think there are 
two buildings, but I have never gone 
there, and I have no need to go there 
for my purposes.” 

Students ride their bikes and skate- 
boards on sidewalks and roadways 


to get to and from classes, which can 
affect those who have mobility prob- 
lems, Sanfilippo said. He also said that 
he thinks everyone should be aware 
that there are disabled students, in- 
cluding those who are blind, on cam- 
pus who have wheelchairs or might be 
a little bit slower. 

“J never felt like the bicycles or 
skaters are in the way; they just move 
or go to the sidewalk,” Beaver said. 

Three times a year, the DSS meets 
and discusses what they could im- 
prove upon for the school. CSULB 
has almost 35,000 students, 1,300 of 
which are disabled, according to San- 
filippo. 

Sanfilippo said he is available for 


disabled students to talk with him on - 


campus. : 

“Whenever students need to, we 
talk about curbs and sidewalks, doors 
that are difficult to get into, low hang- 
ing branches, pavement, restrooms 
and [accessibility],” he said. 

Sanfilippo said.that DSS works 
to keep the campus up to code with 
the Americans with Disability Act 
(ADA). 

“We make sure the restrooms meet 
the requirements for accessibility,” he 
said. 

Sanfilippo said all the changes 
make good sense for people with dis- 
abilities as well as for people without 
disabilities. 

Most college campuses would re- 
ceive grades of B’s or C’s in regards to 
how they accommodate for disabled 
students, according to Sanfilippo. He 
also said that improving CSULB’s 
campus is an ongoing progress. 

However, he said that he would 
give CSULB a B+ because whenever 
changes need to be done, the campus 


. follows through. It is more expensive 


to change everything than to renew it 
and do it from the start, according to 


_ Sanfilippo. 


“T don’t know what I would have 
changed because it is perfect as it is,”, 
Beaver said.

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Obama tries to repeat 2008 
effort in southwestern Ohio 


Ohio — Perhaps it’s superstition, the 
equivalent of a quarterback wearing the 
same pair of socks during a winning 
streak., 

But just as he did two days before the 
2008 election, Barack Obama was at 
the University of Cincinnati last night, 
hoping to win over one of the most Re- 
publican corners of the state. 

Four years ago, he drew a crowd of 
27,000 to the university’s outdoor Nip- 
pert Stadium on a chilly November 
night. Last night, a crowd that fire of- 
ficials estimated at 15,500 — including 
2,000 in an overflow room — showed 
up-at UC’s indoor Fifth Third Arena for 
a rally that included a performance by 
singer-songwriter Stevie Wonder, who 
led chants of “Fired up... ready to go” 
before the rally and who ended it with 
Sign, Sealed, Delivered, a favorite song 
of Obama’s on the campaign trail. 

“The choice should be pretty clear,” 


_ Said Obama, his voice hoarse from cam- 


paigning. “But Gov. Romney is a very 
talented salesman. So in this campaign 
he’s tried as hard as he can to repackage 


‘old ideas that didn’t work as new ideas. 


In fact, he’s offered them up as change. 
He said he’s the candidate of change.” 
“But here’s the thing, Cincinnati. We 
know what change looks like. What 
Gov. Romney is selling is not change.” 
Obama won Hamilton County in 
2008, becoming the first Democrat 


since Lyndon Baines Johnson in 1964 


to win the third-most-popuious county 
in the state. But he also pulled off an- 
other coup in 2008: In the extremely 
Republican counties of southwestern 


Ohio, he did better than the five previ- 


ous Democrats who ran. é 
They lost those counties by a com- 

bined average of 19.8 percentage points. 

Obama lost by 11 percentage points. 
“We want to squeeze out votes ev-

ery place possible,” said Obama’s chief 
Ohio strategist, Aaron Pickrell. “We’re 
not going to win every county, but 
we’re going to get as many votes as we 
need to win statewide.” 


In the final days, the campaign is so 
focused on southwestern Ohio that on 
Saturday it sent Michelle Obama to Mi- 
ami University, alma mater of Repub- 
lican vice presidential nominee Paul 


Ryan and home county of Republican 
U.S. House Speaker John Boehner. 

But this corner of the state may 
prove tough. Yesterday’s Dispatch Poll 
showed Obama trailing Romney in 
southwestern Ohio by 23 percentage 
points. That poll also showed Obama 
and Biden narrowly leading Romney 
and Ryan, 50 percent to 48 percent, in 
the race for Ohio’s 18 electoral votes. 

U.S. Sen. Rob Portman, a Republi- 
can from the Cincinnati suburb of Ter- 
race Park, said he is confident Romney 
will do well in southwestern Ohio. 

“Our numbers in southwestern Ohio 
have been improving dramatically in 
the last couple of weeks,” Port-man 
said. “We’re right now actually over- 
achieving our vote goals-in southwest- 
ern Ohio.” 

As for Obama, “I think he really 
needs Cincinnati,” said Sharon Wat- 
kins, 51, a Cincinnati paralegal who at- 
tended the UC rally.

Young said that despite losing its king [Elvis 
Presley, who died in 1977] rock ‘n’ roll would 
never die and that it’s better to “burn out than to 
fade away.” 

After its gradual public decline over the years, 
it’s clear that Neil Young may have been wrong, 
and that rock ‘n’ roll may be on its-dying breaths.

‘Wreck-It Ralph’ brings video game characters to life 


The film’s nerdy references 
make it a must-see for kids 
and adults.

Being the bad guy in an arcade game is a tough gig. 
You work hard to do your job, do it well and still no- 


body likes you. The spotlight and the medals always . 


seem to go to the hero. = 
“Wreck-It Ralph,” the new animated film directed 


by Rich Moore, has something for everyone. It has a ~ 


great story, is aesthetically pleasing for the kids and 
also includes nostalgic references to classic games for 
the older generations. ; : 

Although Disney explores some original ideas with 
“Wreck-It Ralph,” it also treads familiar ground. The 
film’s premise is very much like the 1995 Pixar clas- 
sic “Toy Story.” While “Toy Story” brings toys to life 
once people aren’t looking, “Wreck-It Ralph” brings 
video game characters to life once the lights go off in 
the arcade. 

Ralph (John C. Reilly, “Walk Hard: The Dewey 
Cox Story”) is the villain in a “Donkey Kong”-style 
arcade game called “Fix-It Felix Jr.” At the end of each 
day, the hero of the game, Fix-It Felix, is awarded a 
medal for stopping Ralph from destroying the build- 
ing where the townspeople live. 

Ralph is feeling under-appreciated in the game. He 
lives in a dump full of bricks and is universally hated 
by the people he.lives next to. Without him smashing 
the-building, the game could not go on, but he is never 
awarded a medal for doing his job. To win respect 
from his peers, he feels that he must go on an adven- 
ture to another game in the arcade where he could be 
the hero and win a medal to bring back home. 

Although Ralph is the villain of his game, he is a 
character one can really feel sorry for. Outside of his 
game he proves to be a truly caring character who is 
just looking for some friends. When Fix-It Felix (Jack 
McBrayer, TV’s “30 Rock”) and the townspeople

The outcast aspect of the character made him 
connect beautifully with fellow outsider Vanellope 
von Schweetz (stand-up comic Sarah Silverman), 
a smart-mouthed little girl from the candy-themed 


racing game, “Sugar Rush.” She too is an outcast, not 
because she’ is a villain, but because she is a glitch 
character, one that will, presumably, mess up the race 
if she participates. 

The scenes in Game Central Station, the train sta- 
tion where the characters can socialize and travel 
between games after hours, is where the video game 
playing audience can really get their money’s worth. 

The high levels of cameos from various video game 
characters such as Bowser, Q*bert, Dig-Dug and Son- 
ic the Hedgehog is much appreciated. 

Jane Lynch (TV’s “Glee”) does a great job as Ser- 
geant Calhoun, a soldier from a brand new first-per- 
son shooter game, “Hero’s Duty,” which is much like 
a dark version of “Halo.” Lynch is just perfect casting 
for that fearless soldier role. McBrayer was also per- 
fect as the short and upbeat innocent Fix-It Felix. 

“Wreck-It Ralph” seems to wreck everything ex- 
cept for the quality of thé film itself. It crosses familiar 
ground with its concept and themes, and it all comes 
together nicely to make it a film that anyone can enjoy.

The ‘Niners have endured a roller 
coaster season that has toyed with their 
playoff hopes since Big West play be- 
gan. After opening the year with three 
straight wins and rising to No. 11 in the 
National Soccer Coaches Association 
of America (NSCAA) rankings, they 
dropped consecutive matches to high- 
ly-ranked opponents in Brigham Young 
and Texas A&M on the road.
